Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of 
the  Borough  for  1952. 

The  Registrar  General’s  figures  for  population  show  that 
the  population  of  35,480  is  250  less  that  the  estimate  for  last 
year. 


The  number  of  live  births  in  the  Borough  was  466  giving 
a  live  birth-rate  of  13.38  per  1,000  of  which  234  were  Male 
and  232  Female.  Of  the  total  live  births  70  per  cent,  were 
born  in  hospitals.  The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
15.3  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Deaths  from  all  causes  were  454  giving  a  rate  of  11.66 
per  1,000.  Again  the  heaviest  mortality  is  shown  in  the  group 
including  Heart  Disease  and  other  diseases  of  the  circulatory 
system  accounting  for  242  deaths,  a  rate  of  6.82  per  1,000 
living. 

Infant  deaths  are  one  less  than  last  year  and  of  these 
seven  caused  by  pneumonia  might  be  considered  preventible. 

1,582  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  were  received, 
the  majority  being  of  Measles  which  commenced  in  Epidemic 
form  in  the  autumn  of  the  year. 
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Mention  is  made  in  the  body  of  the  report  of  the  devoted 
work  of  the  Council  of  Social  Service  and  its  subsidiary 
organisations,  and  I  am  glad  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  for  their  contribution  to  the 
Welfare  Services  of  the  town. 

In  conclusion  I  offer  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  to  the  staffs  of  my  own 
and  other  Departments  of  the  Corporation  for  their  help  and 
understanding.

The  total  numbers  of  live  births  and  of  deaths  of  residents 
in  the  Borough  during  1952  were  446  and  454  respectively. 
These  figures  show  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  12.  In 
1951  there  was  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births  of  20. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  13.38  is  lower  by  0.25  than  for  1951. 

The  Death  Rate  of  11.66  shows  a  decrease  of  2.22  com¬ 
pared  with  the  rate  for  1951.

Infant  Deaths 

Of  the  12  infant  deaths,  8  occurred  in  males,  and  4  in 
females, 
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Infantile  Mortality 

While  the  general  death  rate  shows  a  decrease,  the 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  27.75  per  1,000  live  births,  shows 
a  decrease  of  1.60  over  1951. 

12  deaths  occurred  during  1952.  7  are  accounted  for  by 
Pneumonia,  2  Injury  at  Birth,  2  Congenital  Malformations 
and  1  other  causes. 

Of  these  infant  deaths  one  was  illegitimate. 

Table  I  shows  the  ages  and  causes  of  death. 

In  8  cases  the  cause  of  death  was  established  by  post¬ 
mortem  examination  or  by  Inquest, 


Neo- Natal  Death  Rate 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  during  the  first  four  weeks 
of  life  was  6  as  compared  with  11  in  1951.  This  makes  the 
death  rate  per  1,000  live  births  12.87.

Scarlet  Fever 

During  the  year  1952,  50  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified  and  59  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
In  1951,  44  cases  were  notified  and  42  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Diphtheria 

During  1952  no  notifications  of  Diphtheria  were  received. 

Immunization 

Since  1939  when  immunization  on  a  general  scale  against 
Diphtheria  was  adopted  in  Macclesfield,  10,355  children  have 
been  inoculated.  Analysis  shews  that  at  the  31st  December, 
1952,  there  have  been  treated  1,514  children  of  pre-school  age 
and  4,114  belonging  to  the  5 — 15  age  group,  the  remaining 
4,727  being  over  15  years. 

These  figures  are  shewn  in  tabular  form  (see  Table  V) 
according  to  the  various  age  groups  for  1939  onwards.  Thus 
the  figures  for  those  children  0 — 5  are  shewn  for  each  year  to 
the  right  of  the  top  thick  line,  while  those  of  schoolchildren 
5 — 15  years  are  given  between  the  two  thick  lines,  those  below 
the  lower  left  line  being  over  15  at  the  date  mentioned.  Adjust¬ 
ments  have  been  made  in  reaching  the  final  figures  for  those 
children  of  4  plus,  who  during  the  year  continue  to  pass  from 
the  pre-school  to  the  school  group,  and  also  for  those  of  14 
plus,  who  have  reached  their  fifteenth  birthday,  and  are 
therefore  excluded  from  the  5 — 15  school  group. 

Enteric  Fever 

4  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year, 
3  of  which  were  at  Parkside  Hospital  and  the  other  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

5  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during  the 
year,  from  West  Park  Hospital. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

No  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during 
the  year. 
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Erysipelas

4  cases  were  notified  in  the  Borough. 


Dysentery 

1  case  of  Dysentery  was  notified  in  the  Borough.  Last 
year  34  notifications  were  received. 


Acute  Pneumonia 

During  the  year  35  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified. 
The  total  for  1951  was  53  cases. 

Measles 

1,186  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  compared  with 
90  last  year. 

Whooping  Cough 

230  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  compared  with 
12  last  year. 


Tuberculosis 

17  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  com¬ 
pared  with  25  Pulmonary  and  4  Non-Pulmonary  a  total  of  29 
last  year. 

All  these  cases  received  Sanatorium  or  Hospital 
treatment. 

Lice  Infestation 

In  spite  of  persistent  efforts  by  the  Health  Visitors  and 
School  Nurses  to  reduce  this  evil,  it  must  be  admitted  that 
there  is  still  a  very  wide  incidence  of  this  condition.  As  pre¬ 
viously  observed,  adults  play  a  very  important  part  in  main¬ 
taining  fresh  infection. 

It  is  now  the  practice  to  treat  all  such  cases  with  D.D.T. 
and  where  opportunities  are  granted  to  use  this  insecticide 
excellent  results  are  obtained. 

Scabies 

Hurdsfield  House  Treatment  Centre  continued  to  be  used 
as  the  treatment  centre  for  cases  of  scabies,  but  no  treatments 
were  given  during  the  year.

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SECTION  28— PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND 
AFTERCARE: 

June  of  this  year  saw  the  inception  of  a  Meeils  on  Wheels 
scheme,  which  by  December  had  served  1,002  meals 

This  was  made  possible  by  an  anonymous  donation  to  the 
Council  of  Social  Service  with  which  was  purchased  the  initial 
three  containers  sufficient  for  twenty  meals.  At  first  the  meals 
were  sold  at  l/Od.,  but  it  became  apparent  that  this  was  too 
costly  and  as  a  result  of  moneys  provided  by  the  Council  of 
Social  Service,  the  price  has  been  reduced  to  1/-. 

Two  more  containers  have  since  been  provided  by  the 
Council  of  Social  Service,  and  upwards  of  thirty  meals,  twice  a 
week,  are  being  served. 

It  is  probably  not  realised  that  this  humane  work  is  carried 
on  voluntarily  by  a  very  small  number  of  ladies,  of  whose 
kindness  and  devotion  it  is  impossible  to  speak  too  highly. 

Two  other  organisations  sponsored  by  the  Council  of 
Social  Service  have  begun  work  during  the  year. 

The  Welfare  Committee,  under  the  Chairmanship  of 
Councillor  Mrs.  Wright,  has  been  responsible  for  nearly  3,000 
visits  to  old  people  and  for  many  practical  contributions  to 
their  welfare. 

Some  understanding  has  been  reached  with  the  Hospital 
Geriatric  Service,  and  it  is  hoped  that  ultimately  a  street 
warden  system  will  be  established. 

In  April,  an  Auxiliary  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford 
Cripples’  Help  Society  was  formed,  which,  in  addition  to  an 
outing  and  a  Christmas  Party,  has  provided  practical  help  for 
several  physically  handicapped  persons.

EXAMINATION  OF  MILK— 1952 


During  the  year,  23  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination  as  to  their  Cleanliness  and  Keeping  Quality. 

1.  Accredited  Milk.  Of  the  7  samples  of  accredited  milk 
examined,  all  were  reported  to  be  clean  and  wholesome,  and 
passed  the  tests  prescribed  by  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Order,  1936. 

2.  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk.  8  samples  of 
such  milk  were  examined,  all  proved  to  be  of  wholesome 
character,  and  passed  the  required  standard. 

3.  Undesignated  Milk.  Of  8  samples  examined  all  were 
satisfactory  from  the  point  of  view  of  cleanliness  or  keeping 
quality. 


THE  TOWN’S  WATER  SUPPLY 

1.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  the  quality  and  quantity. 

2.  The  periodical  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw 
and  filtered  water  are  made  by  the  Borough  Engineer,  and 
monthly  samples  of  water  are  taken  and  analysed  by  the 
Public  Analyst,  from  the  consumers’  taps. 

3.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

4.  No  specific  contamination  has  been  identified  but  the 
Corporation  take  all  possible  steps  to  avoid  pollution  in 
acquiring  control  of  the  Gathering  Grounds  to  Trentabank  and 
to  Ridgegate  Reservoirs.  Most  of  these  gathering  grounds 
are  already  in  the  ownership  of  the  Corporation  and  terms 
have  now  been  agreed  for  the  acquisition  of  the  remaining 
land  in  the  catchment  area. 

5.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  houses  and 
farms,  above  the  level  of  the  gravity  supply  the  whole  of  the 
dwelling  houses  within  the  Borough  are  supplied  direct  from 
public  water  mains.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  first  annual 
report  of  the  work  of  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the 
year  1952 : — 

As  you  are  aware,  I  took  office  on  the  9th  January,  1952, 
and  from  the  Gist  January,  1952,  when  Mr.  T.  C.  Moss 
terminated  his  appointment  with  the  Borough,  until  the  1st 
April,  1952,  when  my  present  deputy,  Mr.  H.  Corscadden, 
commenced  duty,  I  was  compelled  to  continue  the  workings 
of  the  Department  without  Inspectorial  assistance,  as  Mr. 
F.  J.  Shepley  was  terminating  his  appointment  because  of 
early  retirement  due  to  ill-health. 

On  the  9th  June,  1952,  Mr.  K.  W.  Mapp,  took  up  duty  as 
Additional  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Since  the  last-mentioned  date  your  Inspectorial  staff  has 
been :  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Deputy  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  one  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector.  During  the 
remaining  six  months  of  the  year  an  appreciable  amount  of 
work  was  carried  out. 

The  office  administration  has  been  reorganised  and 
simplified  with  a  noticeable  increase  of  efficiency  which  I  am 
confident  will  be  maintained. 

The  following  statistics  indicate  that  definite  results  have 
been  achieved  in  spite  of  the  aforementioned  staffing 
difficulties  : —

MEAT  INSPEGTtON 

The  carcases  of  14,895  animals  were  inspected  before 
distribution  to  the  retail  shops,  this  represented  100  per  cent, 
inspection  and  involved  attendance  by  one  Inspector  each  day 
that  slaughtering  was  carried  out.  On  numerous  occasions, 
late  duty  by  the  Inspector  was  necessary  to  ensure  that  no 
delay  occurred  in  the  distribution  of  meat. 

The  following  table  shows  that  the  incidence  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  remains  at  a  high  level  and  is  responsible  for  the  con¬ 
demnation  of  approximately  78  per  cent,  of  the  total  weight 
of  meat  condemned.  Cows  are  found  to  be  affected  with 
Tuberculosis  more  than  any  other  food  animal  and  of  the  44 
carcases  of  cows  wholly  condemned,  some  22  were  slaughtered 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

When  Tuberculosis  is  found  either: — 

(a)  In  Calves  when  inspected  by  the  Meat  Inspector,  or 

(b)  In  raw  milk,  sampled  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in 
course  of  delivery  to  the  consumer, 

then  under  the  last-mentioned  Order  all  relative  information 
is  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
whose  Veterinary  Officers  are  able  to  trace  the  Diseased 
Animal  and  order  its  slaughter.

During  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  an  eight-day 
collection  of  refuse  was  maintained,  with  the  exception  of 
holiday  periods,  when  a  slight  variation  of  schedule  is  un¬ 
avoidable.  The  amount  of  overtime  worked,  however,  was 
negligible. 

A  second  Electric  Pedestrian  Controlled  Vehicle  and  two 
Hand  Operated  Street  Orderlies  have  been  purchased.  As  a 
result,  it  is  now  possible  to  maintain  a  fourteen-day  scaveng¬ 
ing  service  throughout  the  Borough  and  a  twice  daily 
cleansing  of  the  main  thoroughfares  and  town  centre,  with 
a  corresponding  general  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of 
the  Borough.

With  the  collection  of  Kitchen  Waste  it  would  appear  ^ 
that  the  general  public  are  not  maintaining  their  respon¬ 
sibility  in  placing  this  valuable  commodity  into  the  containers  ' 
provided.  This  is  revealed  by  the  fact  that  during  1952  the  ^ 
total  weight  collected  was  21  tons  13f  cwts.  less  than  in 
the  preceding  year.
